Could two systems of law— 
or rather, one of law and one 
pretendedly legaliztd anarchy- 
be more antagonistic in character 
or mutually at war in tendency 
In thus attempting to legalize the 
liquor irailic we are reproducing 
by our own act every class of 
criminals we have for thousands 
of years been legislating to sup. 
press. Add to this seemingly 
idiAtic innnnoioteiicy the opportu- 
nities the legalized and organized 
business affords for the encourage- 
ment and commission of crime, 
and the motherly sympathy and 
fatherly protection it naturally 
gives to the seventy-five per cent, 
of our criminals it creates, and 
who but God can weigh ou; 
sponeibility for its existence? 

The almost universal sentiment 
is that saloon men disregard theii 
oath to obey laws enacted for their 
business— which shows that either 
bad men mainly engage in it. or it 
soon makes them bad. From thli 
end of the criminal chain thus 
created by our vicious legislation, 
down to the lowest stratum 
criminals linked together by 
this seventy five percent of the 
nation's outlaws are organized 
around a legalized wrong, with the 
business that holds them together 
and makes them powerful for evil 
and protected and fostered by our 
governments. None know this 
startling truth any better than 
men learned in the law, and none 
are more responsible for its exist- 
ence. Hence your attitude of al- 
most universal indifference to, or 
endorsement of, present condi- 
tions places you in sad contrast 
with your most illustrious prede. 
cessors. I am not speaking ol 
personal habits, but of government 
al emergencies as history develops 
them — that patriotism that adapts 
men to the requirements of the 
age in which they iive. Your pred- 
ecessors said "governments are in- 
stituted to secure to all men life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness;" that our constitution was 
made to establish justsce and in- 
sure domestic tranquility : that '•] 
legislature can barter away \ 
public health cr the public morals 
that there are "few sources 
crime and misery to society equal 
to the dramshop;" that, "the sta- 
tistics of every state show it to be 
such;" and that because it i-i such 
"there is no inherent right" nor || 
it 'a privilege of a citizen of the 
United States" to engage in it 
And yet with the present genera 
tion of your profession dominating 
our lawmaking bodies, the attemp 
has been made and is being madi 
to establish such rights in and 
grant such privileges to the univer- 
sally n cognized outlaws of the 
nation! Does heathenism show a 
darker picture? Is there 
enough putnotism left in your pro- 
fession to lift it from the position 
more political trafficker in 
human rights and human life? 
Shall it not again be made to rise 
lajesty of its former great- 
ness and take the lead in legisla- 
on for the best interest of hu- 
lanity ? One hundred lawyers in 
ie State of Kentucky willing to 
sk or bear defeat for a while, can 
ft their profession from its prea- 
it low political plane — change 
the character of legislation in the 
State, explunge from our statutes 
every vestage of liquor licensing 
laws and enshrine themselves in 
the hearts of good people of the 
State as no set of men ever did be 
fore. What we want just now is 
9, clothed with the recog- 
uthority of their profession, 
to go before the people and discuss 
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the legal aspects of this question. 
Interest has been sufficiently 
aroused by the discussion of other 
features of it to prepare the peo- 
ple to hear and understand the 
points involved.

That section 1, article 8, of an 
act entitled, "An act to regulate 
elections in this Commonwealth." 
approved June 30, 1892, being sec- 
tion 1486, article 4, chapter 41, of 
the Kentucky Statutes, be. and the 
sam* is, hereby amenced by adding 
after the word "fourth," in the sec- 
ond line of said section, the words 
"fifth and sixth," bo that said sec- 
tion, as amended, shall read as fol- 
lows: 

§ 1. In all cities and towns or 
the|first, second, third, fourth, fifth 
and sixth classes there shall be a 
registration of all the qualified 
voters>f the respective cities and 
towns, which registration shall be 
held and conducted as herein pro- 
vided. 

That section 8 of the said act, 
being section 1488, article 4, chap- 
ter 4 IJof the Kentucky Statutes, be, 
and the same is, hereby amended, 
to read : 

•»••** 
8-3. Officers of registration 
shall have the same power to pre- 
serve order at the places of regis- 
tration as is exercised by sheriffs 
of election at the polls. If the of- 
ficers of registration entertain any 
doubt as to whether or not any per- 
son offering for registration is en- 
titled to such registration, or if any 
one's right to register is challenged, 
citizens may be called in, not ex- 
ceeding three in number, who shall 
be examined touching the qualifi- 
cations of such person or persons 
who offer to register. The officers 
of registration shall issue a certifi- 
cate of registration to each voter 
registering at the time he registers, 
showing that he has registered, and 
the date of his registering, and no 
person, who is required to register 
under the provisions of this act, 
shall have the right to vote at any 
election held in this C< mmonwealth 
until he shall have presented to the 
election officers his certificate of 
registration. 

Any person who h >s registered

LONG-HORNED CATTLE CONE 

Breed Ouce So Common in Texas Dis- 
placed by Stock ot Greater 
Value. 

1 There was a time when the 
"Texas steer" bred of cattle cov- 
ered the grazing grounds of the 
I soul hwest. They were the de- 
1 sceudants of the long horned eat- 
1 tie which the early Spanish ex- 
plorers and advent are:-:; brought 
' from their homes across the seas. 
Hundreds of thousands of them 

ranged the unfenced pastures, 
rendering little more than a small 
tribute of hide and tallow to the 
I Mexican or beef to the Indian. 
Finally, the COWbdj came into ex- 
istence, and these wild denizens 
of the plains were dragged from 
I their high estate and became the 
subjects of sordid commerce, says 
1 the Kansas City Journal. 

These cattle were rough in np- 
jpearnucv ami usually brown, dun 
jand black in color, there being no 
deep reds and roans. Their horns. ' 
however, were their really disliu 
• guishing features. These were 
certainly Immense, often from four 
to five feet across from tip to tip. 
They were DataraUjtrild brutes. 
Some of them could never be 
rounded up, but had (o be shot in 
order that the others might be 
got under some kind of control. 
There were in every ben] a few 
lighters which the cowboys called 
"mossheads." They would light 
viciously among themselves M 
with the other cattle and would 
frequently gore the horses of the 
1 an boj s to death. 

The lontrhorns have now practi- 
cally all disappeared. Their place 
has been taken by graded and thor 
oughbred cattle of a much larger 
size and value.

In northeastern India, and so soon as

But the cocoa-nut palm In Ceylon li 
made to yield quite as full a profit 
The leaves of the palm are used 
roofing, the ribs of the leaves 
brooms, the coarse outer fiber of the 
nut for matting and cordage, the 
Inner fiber for the stuffing of 
tresses. The flesh of the nut supplies 
a natural food, and, desiccated and 
shredded, a flavoring for confection 
ery; Its milk Is a delicious fresh bev- 
erage, its extracted oil forms a valu- 
able material for soap and candle 
making, the residuum from the oil 
press goes to the fattening of cattle, 
while the refined oil makes an excel- 
lent substitute for lard for cooking 
purposes, and the refined lard a deli- 
cious butter for table use. The toddy, 
or milk drawn from the tree stem, la 
distilled Into arrack, a potent spirit, 
turned Into vinegar; Its Bugar, ob- 
tained by evaporation, forms a sweet- 
meat; the bud or "cabbage" at the
